The City Council of the City of Sierra Madre met in 
regular session Tuesday evening, Nov. 12, with Mayor 
Sorensen in the chair and all councilmen present excepting 
Webster Vannier. Attorney 


Martin, City Administrator 
Bevington, and City Clerk 
Marie Warfel were in their 
respective positions for the 
passage of resolution 2026, 
being for the payment of 
warrants in the amount of 
$32,434.89. 

Promotion 

A very short and impres¬ 
sive ceremony was enacted 
by the Mayor and Council, 
in behalf of Patrolman Wil- 
burne, when his Sgt. badge 
was presented to him and 
his family before an audi¬ 
ence of friends and co-work- 
ers. Sgt. Wilburne was com¬ 
plimented on his fine show¬ 
ing in the competitive ex¬ 
aminations and given words 
of encouragement and suc¬ 
cess n his newly achieved 
field. 

Public Hearings 

Public hearings were 
opened on the appeal of the 
Paulron Corporation for a 
side yard variance which 
had been denied by the 
Planning Commission. 'The 
Council reversed the deci¬ 
sion of the Planning Com¬ 
mission and taanted the 
variance as requested by the 
Paulron Corporation, and 
returned section 9443B of the 
ordinance to the Commis¬ 
sion for study and possible 
correction. The commission 
was compelled to deny the 
applicant on the grounds 
that they were governed by 
the ordinance. 

The hearing on the appeal 


of the Kintsel application 
for a front yard variance 
was held. The Council up¬ 
held the denial of the com¬ 
mission on the grounds that 
no new evidence of “hard¬ 
ship” had been presented, 
and that the application 
was not within the keeping 
with good planning and ac¬ 
cording to the ordinances of 
the city. 

Request Approved 

The City approved the re¬ 
quest of the Chamber of 
Commerce for the erection 
of two metal poles at Bald¬ 
win and Sierra Madre Blvd. 
for the hanging of a “Sea¬ 
sons Greeting” banner and 
for the future use of any 
and all banners. The city to 
set the poles and dig the 
holes at a cost not to exceed 
$200. A request for as¬ 
sistance in the hanging of 
the Christmas decorations 
were also approved. 

The VFW was granted 
permission to paint the 
cannon in the park and 
given words of prai.se by the 
Council. Seven hundred and 
fifty dollars of the budgeted 
$1500 was transferred to the 
Rose Float Committee credit 
for their usage.

Parking Limits 
To See Action 


Due to a very serious problem of parking for the busi¬ 
ness district of Sierra Madre, and from a deep concern of 
various merchants as to the enforcement of the two hour 
parking ordinance, the News 


staff asked the local Chief 
of Police, James F. Bale, if 
there was any relief in sight 
for the forthcoming holidays 
and thereafter. 

It was found that the Police 
Department was very much 
concerned about the prob¬ 
lem, and will immediately 
start enforcement as man¬ 
power permits. Further it 
was found that “merchants 
are their own worst enemy” 
in this category. Following 
is a letter in detail which 
will give the complete story 
on the subject. 

Dear Editor: 

In lieu of the regular 
“Sierra Madre Police Report’’ 
for this week (Nov. 14), I 
would like to make several 
remarks regarding the “Two 
(2) Hour Parking” (Ordi¬ 
nance No. 635, Sec. 5271 
(b)). I am enclosing a copy 
of the Ordinance for your 
examination. 

In retrospect, need for 
“limited time” parking is 
occasioned when there is a 
greater demand for parking 
spaces than there are park¬ 
ing spaces available. 

To accommodate the de¬ 
mand, it is necessary to 
“turn over” the limited 
number of spaces to make 
them available to as many 
vehicles as possible. To ef¬ 
fect this, it is generally 
necessary to limit the park¬ 
ing of vehicles to some pre¬ 
determined period of time

last week. Supervisor Frank 
G. Bonelli today reported his 
impressions and recom¬ 
mendations to the Board of 
Supervisors. 

"Presentation by MTA offi¬ 
cials on the merits of their 
rail subway-surface system 
and strong derogatory oppo¬ 
sition toward monorail sys¬ 
tem proposals of the Alweg 
Rapid Transit Systems and 
Goodell Monorail Systems 
precludes their being objec¬ 
tive in the best interests of 
all,” Bonelli asserted. 

“MTA’s conceding that 
rapid transit cannot be 
financed from farebox reve¬ 
nues, as offered and again 
documented in hearings by 
Alweg and Goodell, and that 
increased in lieu taxes on 
automobiles to produce $15 
million of subsidy is an ab¬ 
solute necessity, along with 
a desire to use an ad val¬ 
orem tax base as a guaran¬ 
tor for sale of government 
obligation bonds in addition 
to the added in lieu tax, is 
reprehensible on the part of 
the MTA Board.” 

Bonelli continued: "With 
the MTA rejection of mono- 
rail nonsubsidized offers, it 
no longer can be objective 
in providing a system that 
will be supported from fare- 
box revenue and thus be 
self-supporting and self-sus¬ 
taining. Consequently, there 
appears that a reconstruc¬ 
tion of the MTA Board is in¬ 
evitable, allowing for a 
broader area of representa¬ 
tion from cities and the 
County, thereupon.” 

Remedial legislation will 
be necessary to accomplish 
the MTA reconstruction, 

Bonelli pointed out. 

Bonelli said contemplated 
legislation must Include 
provisions for eligibility for 
membership on the new 
transit authority board; pro¬ 
vide procedures for election 
of an executive committee 
from among the authority's 
membership; require a ma¬ 
jority vote of the entire 
membership on the type and 
kind of a transit system re¬ 
commended, and definitely 


state that if and when a 
subsidization of any kind is 
ordered it must first be 
voted upon favorably by the 
electorate of the whole 
county. 

"Immediate rem edial 
steps must be taken towards 
reconstruction of the new 
rapid transit authority by 
the State Legislature at its 
Budget Session in February 
of 1964,” Bonelli said. 

"My recommendation is 
that members on the new 
authority be appointed from 
elected officals of cities and 
the county. Thus, each city 
would designate from its 
city council and the county 
from the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors their member to serve 
on the new Metropolitan 
Transit Board. In this way, 
the elected officials, answer- 
able to the electorate, would 
give broadest responsible 
City-County representation 
on the reconstructed Transit 
Authority, similar in many 
respects to the County Sani¬ 
tation Districts.”

He explained that the 
Chamber found the exact 
center of the state’s 17,675,- 
000 population by running a 
line north and south and bi¬

west. Another line was 
drawn east and west, divid¬ 
ing the population equally 
to the north and south. The 
center Is the point at which 
the two lines cross. 


"The designation of the 
population center site has 
special significance,’’ d e - 
clared Jamison, “now that 
California has surpassed 
New York as the No. One 
State." 

He pointed out that while 
the state’s geographic center 
is around Madera, between 
Fresno and Merced, the 
state’s population center is 
in the southern half of Cali¬ 
fornia. 

"This again points up the 
attractiveness of Southern 
California as a place to live, 
work and play,” said Jamie. 
“More people do business, 
spend money and pay taxes 
in the Southland than the 
rest of the state, thus con¬ 
tributing more than their 
fair share of support to the 
economy of California.”
